This acreage, under 
normal conditions would net the farmer in gross about $25,000 
which would be over and above the gross from other crops. The 
local Chamber of Commerce is to look after the acreage and to 
put up the salting sheds in Bryan in return for the money to be 
expended in this section.

Nine Leading Southern Pow er Companies W ish T o 
Use Hydro-Electric Pow er for Purpose of Mak­ 
ing Fertilizer-G ovem m ent Makes Millions and 
Retains O w nership of Property. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 9.— A new offer to the govern­ 
ment for the hydro-electric power of Muscle Shoals and provid­ 
ing for the manufacture of fertilizer has been tendered by nine 
associated power companies of the South. The language of the 
offer describes the proposal as one to permit the use of a sub­ 
stantial part of the power for the production of fertilizer; to 
place Muscle Shoals power under the protection and regulation 
of federal water-power-act; and to enable the government to 
collect, during a 50-year period, approximately $100,000,000 
in rental and at the same time retain the ownership of all ita 
properties.
